PREFACE 


The  Warrant  Committee  met  February  7th  following  prelimi- 
nary meetings  of  the  following  subcommittees: 

Fire,  Police  and  Civilian  Defense 

Schools 

Sewers 

Street  Lighting 

Roads 

Finance 

The  carefully  prepared  budgets  for  the  coming  year  came 
under  the  scrutiny  not  only  of  the  subcommittees  concerned  with 
them,  but  also  by  the  full  Committee.  Increases  in  the  wages  of  the 
various  groups  of  Town  employees  is  reflected  in  the  increased 
appropriations  listed  under  the  various  articles.  Some  articles  merit 
special  comments  as  follows: 

Article  4.  Regional  School  District 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools,  with  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Regional  School  District  representatives  of  our 
Town  appeared  before  the  Warrant  Committee  and  after  a  lengthy 
discussion  it  was  voted  14  to  3  to  recommend  that  the  Voters 
ACCEPT  the  Act  to  Create  a  Mount  Desert  Island  Regional  School 
District. 

Article  14.     Fire  Departments 

The  increase  of  $3,000.00  in  the  hydrants  rental  item  for  Seal 
Harbor,  (this  increase  is  mandatory  under  new  Public  Utility  Com- 
mission rate ) .  accounts  for  most  of  the  increase  over  last  year. 
Article  20.  Street  Lighting 

A  special  sub-committee  on  Street  Lighting  checked  over  the 
lights  on  all  town  roads  and  recommended  discontinuing  some  and 
putting  many  on  a  Seasonal  basis.  The  full  Warrant  Committee 
checked  their  recommendations  very  carefully  and  approved  the 
changes  listed. 
Article  22.  Refuse 

The  increase  in  the  recommended  appropriations  under  this 
article  is  due  to  the  non-lapsed  overdraft  on  the  purchase  of  the  new 
truck  and  the  increase  in  the  Disposal  Contracts  as  well  as  the  wages 
of  the  employees. 

Article  23.  South  Shore  Road  Drain  and  Sewer 

A  special  committee  considered  the  problems  of  some  of  the 
householders  along  this  road  and  with  the  full  committee,  agreed  to 
recommend  that  $4,000.00  be  added  to  the  unspent  $1,000.00  from 
last  year,  to  correct  the  trouble.

Article  32.  General  Repairs  of  Roads 

The  recommended  appropriation  under  this  article  is  up  over 
$6,000.00  over  last  year  due  to  the  increase  in  wages  and  extra  heavy 
expenses  for  snow  removal  and  sanding  this  severe  winter. 
Article  38.  Social  Security 

This  is  a  new  expenditure  for  the  Town  and  will  give  protection 
to  all  Town  employees  not  otherwise  provided  for. 
Article  44.  Schools 

Total  recommended  is  only  $500.00  more  than  last  year  in  spite 
of  the  decrease  in  the  State  subsidy  of  about  $1,700.00. 
Article  51.  Laying  out  of  New  Town  Way,  (Harbor  Drive) 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Committee  on  this  article  pending 
further  clarification  by  the  Selectmen,  before  Town  Meeting,  on  the 
private  property  involved  along  this  proposed  way,  in  case  the  road 
is  not  built  promptly. 
Article  52.  Harbor  Project 

The  sum  of  $16,045.00  is  recommended,  after  lengthy  delibera- 
tion, for  the  laying  out  and  grading  of  a  road  from  Sea  Street  to 
Huntington  Road  to  start  the  landscaping  work  of  the  Harbor 
Project. 

Article  59.  Recreation  Program 

The  popularity   of  the  Wading  Pool,  built  with  publically 
subscribed  funds,  and  the  Sumner  recreation  program  is  reflected  in 
the  recommended  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 
Article  61.  Acceptance  of  bequest 

The  Committee  is  against  accepting  all  such  bequests  because 
it  makes  work  and  responsibility  for  the  Town  without  compensation 
for  same.  This  could  be  best  left  to  the  Trust  Departments  of  banks 
or  funds  could  be  left  directly  to  the  Cemetery  Associations  for  such 
care  of  cemetery  lots. 

The  total  of  the  suggested  appropriations  over  the  total  for 
1958  is  $36,225.00  which  means  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  of  $9.00 
per  thousand.

With  Recommendations  of  the  Warrant  Committee  of  the

for  a  term  of  three  years  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  of  the 
Town  of  Mount  Desert  School  District  for  a  term  of  four 
years. 

No  recommendation. 


4.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
an  act  enacted  by  the  99th  Maine  Legislature,  entitled 
An  Act  To  Create  a  Mount  Desert  Island  Regional 
School  District. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  to 
accept  an  Act  enacted  by  the  99th  Maine  Legislature, 
entitled  An  Act  to  Create  a  Mount  Desert  Island  Region- 
al School  District.

6.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  on  what 
date  taxes  shall  be  payable,  and  if  interest  shall  be 
charged  on  all  unpaid  taxes  after  a  certain  date,  and  at 
what  rate. 
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Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  taxes  be  due  July 
1,  1959  and  that  interest  at  the  rate  of  6Vf  be  charged 
after  September  1,  1959. 

7.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  make 
temporary  loan  or  loans,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  the  sum  of  $80,000.00  in  anticipation  of  and 
to  be  paid  out  of  current  taxes  for  the  municipal  year 
1959. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  the  following  motion: 
That  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  be  and  they  are  here- 
by authorized  to  issue  the  Town's  negotiable  note  or 
notes  in  the  sum  or  sums,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  the  sum  of  $80,000. 00,  said  note  or  notes  to 
draw  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3%  per  annum, 
and  to  be  payable  within  the  current  municipal  year, 
1959,  out  of  money  raised  by  the  Town  during  current 
year  by  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  release  and 
convey  titles  obtained  under  tax  deeds  and  under  deeds 
of  conveyances  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  any 
land  or  buildings  in  lieu  of  payment  of  taxes  on  such 
terms  as  they  deem  advisable. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Selectmen 
and  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  release  and  convey  titles 
obtained  under  tax  deeds  and  under  deeds  of  con- 
veyances to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  any  land  or 
buildings  in  lieu  of  payment  of  taxes  on  such  terms  as 
they  deem  advisable.

83,  81,  79,  77, 
75,  91,  94,  8,  13  and  16. 

(2)  One  light  north  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  North- 
east Harbor  on  Lookout  Way  on  pole  No.  330. 

(3)  One  light  on  Neighborhood  Road  opposite  the 
Astor  House  on  pole  No.  290. 

(4)  One  light  on  Rock  End  Road  opposite  the  Dodge 
Paint  Shop  on  Pole  No.  C. 

(5)  One  light  on  Sea  Street  at  foot  of  street  near  the 
Yacht  Building. 

(6)  One  light  on  Sea  Street  by  Haskell's  driveway  on 
pole  No.  268. 

(7)  Nineteen  lights,  all  lights  between  the  Fountain  in 
Seal  Harbor  and  Pedder's  Corner,  except  three  at 
Asticou  Corner  and  three  at  other  corners  en  route 
on  pole  numbers:  334,  343,  346,  349,  352,  356,  357 
362,  366,  376,  393,  408,  433,  468,  11,  (10),  (8V2  I, 
(9),  and  481. 

(8)  Three  lights  at  Somesville:  one  opposite  the 
Tennis  Court,  one  opposite  the  Post  Office  on  pole 
No.  868  and  one  opposite  Nutting's  Driveway  on 
pole  No.  26. 

(9)  One  light  opposite  the  entrance  of  Cooksey  Drive 
in  Seal  Harbor,  (No  number). 

(10)  Five  lights  on  Main  Street,  Northeast  Harbor  — 
(leave  light  on  each  side  of  the  Fire  House  and 
remove  every  other  one  in  each  direction  on  pole 
numbers:  5,  7,  69,  1  and  59. 
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( 1 I  The  light  at  Neighborhood  House  in  Seal  Harbor 
be  increased  in  illumination. 

The  above  recommendations  of  discontinuance  and 
seasonal  lighting  will  make  a  saving  of  $444.00  for 
1959  as  this  only  covers  a  period  of  10  months.

"Permission  shall  be  granted  bv  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
as  aforesaid,  in  considerate  n  of  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  1  |25.00 1  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  and 
will  cover  only  one  building.
